The examiner believes that recording user actions for arranging the elements on a source page and the template page are taught in the 
saved configuration file. The final edited file represents the user actions taken (i.e. manipulation via addition and deletion) of differing 
web pages to create the user specific web page. As claimed the transform rules are generated "according to the source page URL". 
Accessing a web page via its URL to supply content to the user configured web page as taught in Sugiarto et al is believed to meet the 
broad limitation of "according to a source page URL". The Examiner notes that the claims with reference to Official Notice require one 
user action that includes a keystroke. Thus in the example given by applicant in regard to page 4, the user action being performed was 
moving a source element to an absolute position. The one user action included both a cut and paste keystroke. However as claimed 
multiple keystrokes are not prohibited in a one user action as long as they include a keystroke. . 
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
